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‘Stay tuned' for new evidence against Trump in July hearings

WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
evidence is emerging in 
the House's Jan. 6 investi- 
gation that lends support 
to recent testimony that 
President Donald Trump 
wanted to join an angry 
mob that marched to the 
Capitol where they rioted, 
a committee member said 
Sunday. 

"There will be way more in- 
formation and stay tuned,” 
said Rep. Adam Kinzinger, 
R-lll. 

The committee has been 
intensifying its yearlong in- 
vestigation into the attack 
on Jan. 6, 2021, and Trump's 
efforts to overturn the 2020 
election. Rep. Liz Cheney, 
R-Wyo., the committee's 
vice chair, is making clear 
that criminal referrals to 
the Justice Department,

including against Trump, 
could follow. 

At least two more hearings 
are scheduled this month 
that aim to show how 
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Trump illegally directed a 
violent mob toward the 
Capitol on Jan. 6, and then 
failed to take quick action 
to stop the attack once it 
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began. 

The committee also has 
been reviewing new doc- 
umentary film footage of 
Trump's final months in of- 
fice, including interviews 
with Trump and members 
of his family. 

Kinzinger, in a_ television 
interview, declined to dis- 
close the new information 
he referred to and did not 
say who had provided it. 
He said many more details 
emerged after last week's 
testimony from former 
White House aide Cassidy 
Hutchinson and that noth- 
ing had changed the com- 
mittee's confidence in her 
credibility. 

"There's information | can't 
say yet," he said. "We cer- 
tainly would say that Cassi- 
dy Hutchinson has testified 
under oath, we find her 
credible, and anybody that 
wants to cast disparage- 
ments on that, who were 
firsthand present, should 
also testify under oath and 
not through anonymous 
sources." 

In a separate interview, an- 
other committee member, 
Rep. Adam Schiff, D-Callif., 
said: "We are following ad- 
ditional leads. | think those 


leads will lead to new tes- 
timony." 

In Hutchinson's appear- 
ance before the commit- 
tee last week, Hutchinson 
painted a picture of Trump 
as an angry, defiant presi- 
dent who was trying to let 
armed supporters avoid se- 
curity screenings at a rally 
on the morning of Jan. 6 
to protest his 2020 election 
defeat to Democrat Joe 
Biden. 

Legal experts have said 
Cassidy's testimony is po- 
tentially problematic — for 
Trump as federal prosecu- 
tors investigate potential 
criminal wrongdoing. 
"There could be more than 
one criminal referral," said 
Cheney in an interview that 
aired Sunday. She said the 
committee will decide later 
in the process whether to 
proceed. 

Cassidy also recounted a 
conversation with Tony Or- 
nato, Trump's deputy chief 
of staff for operations, who, 
she testified, said Trump 
later grabbed at the steer- 
ing wheel of the presiden- 
tial SUV when the Secret 
Service refused to let him 
go to the Capitol after the 
rally.) 
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From AM to PM, the fickle force of government is with you

WASHINGTON (AP) — When 
you groggily roll out of bed 
and make breakfast, the 
government edges up to 
your kitchen table, too. Un- 
like you, it's perky. 

It's an Unseen force in your 
morning. The government 
makes sure you can see the 
nutrients in your cereal. It 
fusses over your toast, insist- 
ing that the flour it comes 
from has no more than 75 
insect fragments and one 
rodent hair per 50 grams. 
The government also tends 
to your coffee, mandat- 
ing that no more than 10% 
of your beans be moldy. 
Its satellites inform the 
weather forecast on your 
phone for the day ahead. 
The government weighs 
in on the water consump- 
tion in your bathroom and 
controls the fluoride in your 
toothpaste. 

That's all before you leave 
home. The government is 
going to be hanging with 
you on and off, mostly on, 
until you turn off the lamp 
last thing at night — no 
new incandescent bulbs, 
please, under a new rule. 
The world of federal regula- 
tion seems both boundless 
and microscopic. It touch- 
es what you touch. It lends 
a helping hand at every 
turn or sticks its clumsy fin- 
gers in everything, depend- 
ing on your viewpoint.

federal authority to con- 
trol carbon emissions from 
power plants, was just the 
latest blow to what critics 
call the regulatory state 
and potentially a major 
blow to the fight against 
global warming. 

In its farthest reach, regula- 
tion has become the go-to 
way for presidents to make 
policy when they can't get 
Congress to pass a law, as 
on climate change. Barack 
Obama and Donald Trump 
did it for varied policies; Joe 
Biden does it. The court's 
conservative majority said 
not so fast to Biden. 

The decision imperils Biden's 
goal of cutting greenhouse 
gas emissions by half by 
the end of the decade 
even as the damage from 
global warming mounts. 


Beyond that, it may hinder 
regulation across a range 
of public policy, in educa- 
tion, transportation, LGBTQ 
rights and more. 

Congress, the court said, 
must speak with specificity 
when it wants to give an 
agency authority to regu- 
late on an issue of national 
import. 

Browse the Code of Fed- 
eral Regulations and you 
will see just how specific 
rule-making can be. The 
voluminous code's favorite 
words are "shall" and "must." 
Take sea otters, for exam- 
ple. If you've ever won- 
dered how to measure a 
sea otter, the code has the 
answer. 

The pool of water for sea 
otters in captivity, it stipu- 
lates, "shall be at least three 
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times the average adult 
length of the sea otter con- 
tained therein (measured 
in a horizontal line from the 
tip of its nose to the tip of its 
tail} and the pool shall be 
not less than .91 meters (3.0 
feet) deep." 

Even as they've expanded 
government with landmark 
laws and the explosion of 
regulations that arise from 
them, U.S. presidents have 
tried since the start to sim- 
plify government. As vice 
president, Al Gore took a 
run at "reinventing" it. Such 
efforts generally haven't 
gone well. 

Thomas Jefferson sought 
freedom from bureaucracy 
as well as the achievement 
of American liberty when 
he wrote of the British king, 
"He has erected a multitude 


of new offices, and sent 
hither swarms of officers to 
harass our people, and eat 
out their substance." 

What followed were sever- 
al centuries of new offices 
and swarm upon swarm of 
bureaucrats come hither. 
Associated Press writer Saul 
Pett took stock of the gov- 
ernment in 1981 when Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan was 
trying to rein it in. Pett won 
a Pulitzer Prize for getting 
his hands around the be- 
hemoth. He described the 
government as: 

"A big, bumbling, generous, 
naive, inquisitive, acquisi- 
tive, intrusive, meddlesome 
giant with a heart of gold 
and holes in his pockets, 
an incredible hulk, a'10-ton 
marshmallow’ — lumbering 
along an uncertain road 
of good intentions some- 
where between capitalism 
and socialism, an implau- 
sible giant who fights wars, 
sends men to the moon, 
explores the ends of the 
universe, feeds the hungry, 
heals the sick, helps the 
helpless, a thumping com- 
plex of guilt trying mightily 
to make up for past sins to 
the satisfaction of nobody, 
a split personality who most 
of his life thought God 
helps those who help them- 
selves and only recently 
concluded God needed 
help, a malleable, vulner- 
able colossus pulled every 
which way by everybody 
who wants a piece of him, 
which is everybody." 


Long-missing Alexander Hamilton letter put 
on public display 


BOSTON (AP) — A etter 
written by Alexander Ham- 
iiton in 1780 and believed 
stolen decades ago from 
the Massachusetts state ar- 
chives is going back on dis- 
play — though not exactly 
in the room where it hap- 
pened. 

The founding father's letter 
will be the featured piece 
at the Commonwealth Mu- 
seum's annual July Fourth 
exhibit, Secretary of the 
Commonwealth William 
Galvin's office says. It's the 
first time the public is get- 
ting a chance to see it 
since it was returned to the 


state after a lengthy court 
battle. It will be featured 
alongside Massachusetts’ 
original copy of the Decla- 
ration of Independence. 
Hamilton, the first Secretary 
of the Treasury who's been 
getting renewed attention 
in recent years because of 
the hit Broadway musical 
that bears his name, wrote 
the letter to the Marquis 
de Lafayette, the French 
aristocrat who served as a 
general in the Continental 
Army. 

Dated July 21, 1780, it de- 
tails an imminent British 
threat to French forces in 


Rhode Island. 

"We have just received ad- 
vice from New York through 
different channels that the 
enemy are making an em- 
barkation with which they 
menace the French fleet 
and army," Hamilton wrote. 
"Fifty transports are said to 
have gone up the Sound to 
take in troops and proceed 
directly to Rhode Island." 
It's signed "Yr. Most Obe- 
dt, A. Hamilton, Aide de 
Camp." 

The letter was forwarded 
by Massachusetts Gen. Wil- 
liam Heath to state lead- 
ers, along with a request for 


troops to support French al- 
lies, Galvin's office said. 
The letter was believed to 
have been stolen during 
World War Il by a state ar- 
chives worker, then sold pri- 
vately. It resurfaced several 
years ago when an auc- 
tioneer in Virginia received 
it from a family that wanted 
to sell it. The auction house 
determined it had been 
stolen and contacted 
the FBI. A federal appeais 
court ruled in October that 
it belonged to the state.The 
Commonwealth Museum 
is open from 9 a.m. until 4 
p.m. on Monday.()

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — A Sa aol aera 


Black man shot and killed 
by Akron police officers in 
a hail of bullets following 
a vehicle and foot pursuit 
was unarmed at the time of 
the shooting, but a shot ap- 
peared to have come from 
the vehicle during the pur- 
suit, and officers said they 
feared he was preparing to 
fire when they discharged 
their weapons, authorities 
said. 

Police on Sunday released 
video the mayor called 
"heartbreaking" of the 
pursuit and shooting of 
Jayland Walker, 25, while 
pleading for peace and 
patience from the commu- 
nity while the state inves- 
tigation into the shooting 
continues. It was not yet 
clear how many shots were 
fired, but Walker sustained 
more than 60 wounds. An 
attorney for Walker's family 
said he was on the ground 
while officers continued to 
fire. 

Chief Steve Mylett said of- 
ficers attempted to stop 
Walker's car early Mon- 
day for unspecified traffic 
and equipment violations, 
but less than a minute into 
a pursuit the sound of a 
shot was heard from the 
car and a transportation 
department camera cap- 
tured what appeared to be 
a muzzle flash coming from 
the vehicle. Mylett said that

case from "a routine traffic 
stop to now a public safety 
issue." 

Police said a few minutes 
later the car slowed and 
Walker emerged from the 
still-moving vehicle wear- 
ing a ski mask and fled on 
foot. A handgun, a loaded 
magazine and a wedding 
ring were found on the seat 
and a casing consistent 
with the weapon was later 
found at the point where 
officers believed a_ shot 
came from the vehicle. 
After an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to use stun devices, 
the foot chase continued 
to a parking lot, at which 
point a crescendo of bul- 


lets can be heard. Mylett 
said he has watched the 
video dozens of times and 
Walker's actions at the time 
are hard to distinguish, but 
a still photo seems to show 
him "going down to his 
waist area" and another 
appears to show him turn- 
ing towards an officer and 
a third picture "captures a 
forward motion of his arm." 
After the shooting, the of- 
ficers who fired were kept 
apart from each other and 
watched, and arriving in- 
vestigators walked them 
individually through the 
scene, Mylett said. 

"Each officer independent 
of each other related that 
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they felt that Mr. Walker 
had turned and was mo- 
tioning and moving into a 
firing position," he said. 
Mylett said an officer fir- 
ing at someone has to be 
"ready to explain why they 
did what they did, they 
need to be able to articu- 
late what specific threats 
they were facing ... and 
they need to be held to 
account." But he said he is 
withholding judgment on 
their actions until they give 
their statements, and he 
said the union president 
has told him that all are 
"fully cooperating" with the 
investigation.

The officers involved in 
the shooting have been 
placed on paid admin- 
istrative leave, which is 
standard practice in such 
cases. 

After the news conference, 
demonstrators marched 
through the city and gath- 
ered in front of the Akron 
justice center to call for 
accountability in the case. 
NAACP President Derrick 
Johnson released a state- 
ment saying Walker's death 
"wasn't self-defense, _ it 
wasn't an accident in the 
heat of the moment, it was 
murder. Point blank." 
Walker's family is calling for 
accountability but also for 
peace, their lawyers said 
after the city released vid- 
eo of the shooting.

Google to erase more location info as abortion bans expand

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. (AP) 
— Google will automatical- 
ly purge information about 
users who visit abortion 
clinics or other places that 
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could trigger legal prob- 
lems now that the U.S. Su- 
preme Court has opened 
the door for states to ban 
the termination of pregnan- 


cies. The company behind 
the internet's dominant in- 
ternet search engine and 
the Android software that 
powers most of the world's 
smartphones outlined the 
new privacy protections in 
a Friday blog post. 

Besides automatically de- 
leting visits to abortion 
clinics, Google also cited 
counseling centers, fertil- 
ity centers, addiction treat- 
ment facilities, weight loss 
clinics, and cosmetic sur- 
gery clinics as other desti- 
nations that will be erased 
from users’ location histo- 
ries. Users have always had 
the option edit their loca- 
tion histories on their own, 
but Google will proactively 
do it for them as an added 
level of protection. 


"We're committed to de- 
livering robust privacy pro- 
tections for people who 
use our products, and we 
will continue to look for new 
ways to strengthen and im- 
prove these protections," 
Jen Fitzpatrick, a Google 
senior vice president, wrote 
in the blog post. 

The pledge comes amid 
escalating pressure on 
Google and other Big Tech 
companies to do more to 
shield the troves of sensi- 
tive personal information 
through their digital servic- 
es and products from gov- 
ernment authorities and 
other outsiders. 

The calls for more stringent 
privacy controls were trig- 
gered by the U.S. Supreme 
Court's recent decision 


overturning the 1973 Roe 
v. Wade ruling that legal- 
ized abortion. That reversal 
could make abortion illegal 
in more than a dozen states, 
raising the specter that re- 
cords about people's loca- 
tion, texts, searches and 
emails could be used in 
prosecutions against abor- 
tion procedures or even for 
medical care sought in a 
miscarriage. 

Like other technology com- 
panies, Google each year 
receives thousands of gov- 
ernment demands for users’ 
digital records as part of 
misconduct investigations. 
Google says it pushes back 
against search warrants 
and other demands that 
are overly broad or appear 
to be baseless.L)

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— North Korea on Sunday 
slammed the United States, 
South Korea and Japan 
for pushing to boost their 
trilateral military Ccoopera- 
tion targeting the North, 
warning that the move is 
prompting urgent calls for 
the country to reinforce its 
military capability. 

North Korea has long cited 
what it calls hostility by the 
United States and its allies 
as a reason to pursue a 
nuclear program. Sunday's 
statement comes as North 
Korea's neighbors say the 
country is ready for its first 
nuclear test in five years as 
part of its provocative run 
of weapons tests this year. 
"The prevailing situation 
more urgently calls for 
building up the country's 
defense to actively cope 
with the rapid aggravation 
of the security environment 
of the Korean Peninsula 
and the rest of the world,” 
the North Korean Foreign 
Ministry said in a statement, 
without elaborating how it 
would boost its military ca- 
pacity. 

The statement took issue 
with a_ trilateral meeting 
among the U.S., South Ko- 
rean and Japanese leaders 
on the sidelines of a NATO 
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North Korea slams U.S. “South Korea- -Japan military cooperation

summit last week, during 
which they underscored 
the need to. strengthen 
their Cooperation to deal 
with North Korean nuclear 
threats. 

"The chief executives of 
the U.S., Japan and South 
Korea put their heads to- 
gether for confrontation 
with (North Korea) and dis- 
cussed the dangerous joint 
military countermeasures 
against it including the 
launch of tripartite joint mili- 
tary exercises," the state- 
ment said. 


North Korea views U.S.-led 
military exercises in the re- 
gion, particularly ones with 
rival South Korea, as an in- 
vasion rehearsal, though 
Washington and _ Seoul 
have repeatedly said they 
have no intentions of aft- 
tacking the North. 

During the recent trilateral 
meeting, U.S. President Joe 
Biden said he was "deeply 
concerned" about North 
Korea's continued ballistic 
missile tests and apparent 
plans to conduct a nuclear 
test. South Korean Presi- 
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dent Yoon Suk Yeo! said the 
importance of trilateral co- 
operation has grown in the 
face of North Korea's ad- 
vanced nuclear program, 
while Japanese Prime Min- 
ister Fumio Kishida said joint 
anti-missile drills would be 
important to deter North 
Korean threats. 

Earlier in June, the defense 
chiefs of the U.S., South 
Korea and Japan agreed 
to resume their combined 
missile warning and track- 
ing exercises as part of their 
efforts to deal with North 


Korea's escalating weap- 
ons tests. 

The North Korean state- 
ment accused the United 
States of exaggerating ru- 
mors about North Korean 
threats "to provide an ex- 
cuse for attaining military 
supremacy over the Asia- 
Pacific region including the 
Korean Peninsula." 

U.S. officials have said 
Washington has no hostile 
intent toward Pyongyang 
and urged it to return to 
disarmament talks without 
any preconditions. North 
Korea has rejected the U.S. 
overture, saying it would fo- 
cus on buttressing its nucle- 
ar deterrent unless the Unit- 
ed States drops its hostile 
policies toward the North, 
an apparent reference to 
U.S.-led economic sanc- 
tions and its regular military 
training with South Korea. 
North Korea claimed the 
recent NATO summit proves 
an alleged U.S. plan to 
contain Russia and China 
by achieving the "militariza- 
tion of Europe" and form- 
ing a NATOA-like alliance 
in Asia. It said "the reckless 
military moves of the U.S. 
and its vassal forces" could 
lead to dangerous con- 
sequences like a nuclear 
war simultaneously taking 
place in both Europe and 
Asia-Pacific.) 


Several people dead in Copenhagen shopping mal shooting

COPENHAGEN, Denmark 
(AP) — A gunman opened 
fire in a Copenhagen shop- 
ping mall, one of the larg- 
est of its kind in Scandina- 
via, killing several people 
and wounding several oth- 
ers on Sunday, police said. 
The suspected gunman, 
who is in custody, is a 
22-year-old Danish man 
who was detained near 
the Fields shopping mall on 
the southern outskirts of the 
capital, said police inspec- 
tor Soren Thomassen, head 
of the Copenhagen police 
operations unit. 

"We know that there are 
several dead" and "several 
injured," Thomassen told a 
news conference, adding 
that terror can't be ruled 


out. "We do not have in- 
formation that others are 
involved. This is what we 
know now.” 

He didn't provide any fur- 
ther details on the victims. 
The shopping center is on 
the outskirts of Copen- 
hagen just across from a 
subway line that connects 
the city center with the in- 
ternational airport. A major 
highway also runs adjacent 
to Fields, which opened in 
2004. 

Images from the scene 
showed people running out 
of the mall, and Denmark's 
TV2 broadcaster posted a 
photo of a man being put 
on a stretcher. Witnesses 
said people were crying 
and hid in shops. 

Laurits Hermansen _ told 
Danish broadcaster DR that 
he was in a clothing store 


at the shopping center with 
his family when he heard 
"three-four bangs. Really 
loud bangs. It sounded like 
the shots were being fired 
just next to the store." 
Copenhagen Mayor So- 
phie H. Andersen tweeted: 
"Terrible reports of shoot- 
ing in Fields. We do not yet 
know for sure how many 
were injured or dead, but it 
is very serious.” 

Police said they were first 
alerted to the shooting at 
5:36 p.m. (1536 GMT; 11:36 
a.m. EDT). Ahuge presence 
of heavily-armed police of- 
ficers was on hand, with 
several fire department ve- 
hicles also parked outside 
the mall. 

"One person has been ar- 
rested in connection with 
the shooting at Fields. We 
currently are not able to

say more about the person 
concerned," Copenhagen 
police tweeted.

CAIRO (AP) — A senior 
U.N. official for Libya on 
Saturday condemned the 
storming of the parliament's 
headquarters in the east of 
the oil-rich Country as part 
of protests in several cities 
the previous day against 
the political class and de- 
teriorating economic con- 
ditions. 

Hundreds of — protesters 
marched in the streets of 
the capital, Tripoli, and oth- 
er Libyan cities on Friday, 
with many attacking and 
setting fire to government 
buildings, including the 
House of Representatives in 
the eastern city of Tobruk. 
"The people's right to 
peacefully protest should 
be respected and _ pro- 
tected but riots and acts 
of vandalism such as the 
storming of the House of 
Representatives headquar- 
ters late yesterday in Tobruk 
are totally unacceptable,” 
said Stephanie Williams, 
the U.N. special adviser on 
Libya, on Twitter. 

The Secretary-General is 
following with concern the 
demonstrations that were 
held in several cities in Lib- 
ya, including Tripoli, Tobruk 
and Benghazi, on 1 July. 
Recognizing the right to 
demonstrate peacefully, 


he calls on all protestors to 
avoid acts of violence and 
on the security forces to ex- 
ercise utmost restraint. 

U.N. Secretary-General An- 
tonio Guterres called on alll 
protesters "to avoid acts of 
violence and on the securi- 
ty forces to exercise utmost 
restraint," U.N. spokesman 
Stephane Dujarric said. 
"The secretary-general urg- 
es Libyan actors to come 
together to overcome the 
continued political dead-

lock, which is deepening 
divisions and negatively 
impacting the country's 
economy,” Dujarric said. 

Friday's protests came a 
day after the leaders of the 
parliament and another 
legislative chamber based 
in Tripoli failed to reach an 
agreement on_ elections 
during U.N.-mediated talks 
in Geneva. The dispute 
now centers on the eligi- 
bility requirements for can- 
didates, according to the

United Nations. 

Libya failed to hold elec- 
tions in December, follow- 
ing challenges such as le- 
gal disputes, controversial 
presidential hopefuls and 
the presence of rogue mi- 
litias and foreign fighters in 
the country. 

The failure to hold the De- 
cember vote was a major 
blow to international ef- 
forts to bring peace to the 
Mediterranean nation. It 
has opened a new chap- 


ter in its long-running politi- 
cal impasse, with two rival 
governments now claiming 
power after tentative steps 
toward unity in the past 
year. 

The protesters, frustrated 
from years of chaos and 
division, have called for 
the removal of the current 
political class and elections 
to be held. They also ral- 
lied against dire economic 
conditions in the oil-rich na- 
tion, where prices have ris- 
en for fuel and bread and 
power outages are a regu- 
lar occurrence. 

Protesters also rallied on 
Saturday in Tripoli and sev- 
eral towns in western Libya, 
blocking roads and setting 
tires ablaze, according to 
livestreaming on social me- 
dia. 

There were fears that mi- 
litias across the country 
could quash the protests as 
they did in 2020 demonstra- 
tions when they opened 
fire on people protesting 
dire economic conditions. 
Sabadell Jose, the Ev- 
ropean Union envoy in 
Libya, called on _ protest- 
ers to "avoid any type of 
violence." He said Friday's 
demonstrations demon- 
strated that people want 
"change through elections 
and their voices should be 
heard."L)

SOFIA, Bulgaria (AP) — Two 
Russian airplanes departed 
Bulgaria on Sunday with 
scores of Russian diplo- 
matic staff and their fami-

that has sent tensions soar- 
ing between the historically 
close nations, a Russian 
diplomat said. 

Filip Voskresenski, a high- 
ranking Russian diplomat, 
told journalists at the airport 
in Bulgaria's capital Sofia 


Russian diplomats depart Bulgaria 


before the flights left that 
he was among the 70 Rus- 
sian diplomatic staff de- 
clared "persona non grata" 
last week and ordered to 
leave the country by the 
end of Sunday. 

Bulgaria's expulsion deci- 
sion was announced by 
acting Prime Minister Kiril 
Petkov, who took a strong 
stance against Russia after 
it invaded Ukraine on Feb. 
24. Petkov, who lost a no- 
confidence vote on June 
22, has claimed Moscow 
used "hybrid war" tactics 
to bring down his govern- 
ment. 

Petkov has said that Russia 
will retain 43 of its employ- 
ees after the expulsion and 
noted that Bulgaria has just 
12 diplomatic staff in Mos- 
cow. 

"Anyone who works against

the interests of Bulgaria will 
be called to go back to the 
country from which they 
came," he said. 

On Friday, Russian Ambas- 
sador Eleonora Mitrofano- 
va issued Bulgaria an ulti- 
matum to reverse its deci- 
sion and threatened that 
Moscow would fully sever 
diplomatic ties. 

"| intend to urgently raise 
before the leadership of 
my country the issue of the 
closure of the Embassy of 
Russia in Bulgaria, which will 
inevitably lead to the clo- 
sure of the Bulgarian diplo- 
matic mission in Moscow," 
she said in a statement. 
The expulsion, which has 
severely strained __ diplo- 
matic ties, is the greatest 
ever number of Russian 
diplomats expelled by 
Bulgaria, which has Ev- 


ropean Union and NATO 
membership. Bulgaria has 
strongly backed the West's 
sanctions against Moscow 
since it launched its war 
on Ukraine more than four 
months ago. 

The European Union, which 
Bulgaria has been a mem- 
ber of since 2007, respond- 
ed to Russia's "unjustified 
threat" and said it "stands 
in full support and solidarity 
with Bulgaria." 

In late April, Russia cut off 
gas supplies to Bulgaria 
after officials refused a 
Moscow demand to pay 
gas bills in rubles, Russia's 
currency. Bulgaria's de- 
fense minister was also 
ousted in early March for 
referring to Russia's war as 
a "special military opera- 
tion," the Kremlin-preferred 
description.) 
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Aruba laid a wreath commemorating the National Day 
of Abolition of Slavery 


At the Oosterpark in Am- 
sterdam, on the first of July 
took place the national 
commemoration of the 
Abolition of Slavery by the 
Netherlands in 1863, for the 
colonies of Suriname and 
Netherlands Antilles. This 
year marks 159 years. In- 
terim director of the Aruba 
House in the Netherlands, 
Glenda Hernandez laid 
a wreath on behalf of the 
government and the peo- 
ple of Aruba. 


The Dutch minister for Le- 
gal Protection, Franc Weer- 
wind; the mayor of Amster- 
dam, Femke Halsema; and 
Linda Nooitmeer, president 
of NiNsee, the _ institute 
which organized the com- 
memoration, gave speech- 
es during the event. 

This year marks 20 years 
since the foundation of 
NiNsee, and since the com- 
memoration started in 2002 
with the unveiling of the 
‘Slaverniimonument’  (slav- 
ery monument), which is a 
piece by sculptor Erwin de 
Vries. 


A special guest invited to 
give a speech this year was 
president of the Central 


Bank of the Netherlands 
(De Nederlandse Bank), 
Klaas Knot. During _ his 
speech, Mr. Knot described 
the role of De Nederlandse 
Bank in slavery and he ex- 
pressed his apologies for 
the role that his organiza- 
tion had in slavery. At the 
same time, Mr. Knot men- 
tioned that for the next 
ten years, De Nederlandse 
Bank will come up with 
a fund that must finance 
projects to minimize the ef- 
fects of slavery on the de- 
scendants of slaves. These 
will be projects on the fields 
of Education, Health Care 
and Knowledge. De Ned- 
erlands Bank will also invest 
a complete sum for educa- 
tional projects, like the Na- 
tional Museum of Slavery, 
and a knowledge center 
for this museum. 


The musical intermezzo at 
the commemoration was 
by Nyassa Alberta, who 
played the main role in the 
Tina Turner Musical togeth- 
er with the gospel choir ZO 
Gospel. 


After the soeeches, a one 
minute of silence was held 


during which the wreaths 


were laid at the Slavernij- 
monument. Aside from Ms. 
Hernandez, other people 
who laid wreaths were the 
president of the Eerste Ka- 
mer (Dutch Senate), Jan 
Anthonie Bruijn; and the 
president of the Tweede 
Kamer (Dutch Congress),

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Hand4Addicts: “Aruba’s social problem is bigger than what they 


can handle” 


The problem of homeless addicts 
on the streets of Aruba is one that 
sadly keeps growing every year, 
and until now, there is no concrete 
solution for this. Hand4Addicts is a 
foundation focused on providing 
help, beyond food, for this group. 
Founder and president of this foun- 
dation, Nicole de Cuba, explains 
where the idea came from to start 
this foundation, and what kind of 
work they do. 


De Cuba explains that the idea 
started when she was volunteering 
with the Red Cross Aruba, and they 
had a budget to give homeless ad- 
dicts something to eat every week; 
but then that budget was slashed. 
She started providing the help on 
her own, with loaves of bread, 
juice, etc. With other people’s ini- 
tiative at the time, people who no 
longer live on Aruba, it was de- 
cided to have a BBQ, which end- 
ed up becoming a big event and 
right there people started making 
donations of what was needed at 
that moment, like clothing, food 
and other essential items. 


After this big event, De Cuba to- 
gether with her team from that 
time decided to start selling cakes 
to gather funds to officially set up 
the foundation. 


Every month, once a month - most- 
ly the last week of the month since 
the person has not received their 
social welfare yet — Hand4Addicts 
go to the area behind Rancho, 
behind the parkinglot of Mango by 
the main street, and provide help 
for the addicts. They come with a 
‘path’, which they received from a 
sponsor, and they received other 
materials from other sponsors while 
the Fire Department helps with 


water. The foundation provides 
clothes as well, and food to take 
away. 


“We are there from morning until 
noon, or from noon until evening, 
depending on the situation. Prac- 
tically they receive a shave and 
haircut, they eat, they have a 
bath. They come to chat and they 
know us for a long time already. 
I've been doing this for around 
seven or eight years already”, De 
Cuba told us. 


De Cuba added that in decem- 
ber, because she doesn’t eat 
meat, she used to prepare ham 
for the addicts and sit and talk 
with them. She explains that the 
holidays are a very emotional time 
for the addicts because they are 
on the streets and have no family, 
they don't have anyone. 

“We go to them, and they gained 
the confidence and they respect 
us, they defend us completely. 
And at the end of the day, when 
they're done eating, they chat 
and tell us the good and the bad 
that they have done”, she said. 


Regarding help from official agen- 
cies in charge of social welfare, 
De Cuba said that she finds it re- 
grettable that on Aruba there is a 
system that is not working 100% to 
give support to this group. 

She commented that a lot of the 
homeless addicts have had prob- 
lems since they were young, grew 
up in orphanages of Casa Cuba or 
Imeldahof; or they have problem- 
atic parents where they saw drugs 
from an early age and were victims 
of abuse. Most of them come with 
a history that causes them pain, 
and using drugs is the only way 
which they can find an escape. 


De Cuba highlights that she’s met 
with the Governor, who back then 
called on her. She’s met with vari- 
ous ministers of the current govern- 
ment, the old government, many 
times; and she says the plans that 
they have put forward, she sees 
them as clouds: plans which come, 
but are never realized. 


She mentioned Centro Colorado, 
FMAA — where she herself did an 
internship a long time ago. But she 
saw the situation an at the time the 
place was in d very poor condition, 
had no structure, and a lot of the 
addicts said that they rather be on 
the streets than at the center. De 
Cuba emphasizes that she doesn’t 
know what the place is like current- 
ly, but from what she knows, a lot 
of people who come in said that 
they are allowed only one mistake, 
then they're out and back on the 
streets. 


In positive cases where the addict 
managed to beat his addiction, 
De Cuba said that this is usually 
specifically because of the initia- 
tive of the addict’s family. She said 
there isn’t an agency that medi- 
cally takes care of them, a lot of 
them don’t carry a health insur- 
ance card or ID or anything. Their 
medical condition is poor where 
many of them have STDs, infec- 
tions, cuts on their hands, they get 
into fights, etc., but often — unless 
they themselves walk from the city 
centre to the hospital in the north- 
ern area of the islands to receive 
help and then walk back to the 
city centre — they just remain on 
the streets without receiving medi- 
cal help. 


De Cuba says that she has spo- 
ken to the minister of Justice and 
Social Affairs, Rocco Tjon about a 
case involving a young man on 


the streets, who they are trying to 
help because he is underage and 
his father is also an addict. She ex- 
plains that she speaks to the min- 
ister regarding specific cases that 
are really difficult, but she empha- 
sizes that there isn’t a good team 
or source of care for this problem. 
There are agencies and founda- 
tions that help, but it’s not always 
the same. “For years already this is 
a group that is seriously neglected 
and even though | understand that 
they are annoying — they break in, 
they steal, they are rude to people 
— | understand that is annoying for 
us non-addicts. But on the other 
side, | also understand their addic- 
tion”, she added. 


De Cuba tells the story of a case 
where an addict managed to 
beat his addiction and received 
the help he needed to stand back 
on his feet. This person managed to 
get a job, but when his colleagues 
recognized him as a former home- 
less addict, a ‘choller’, he became 
a victim of bullying to the point 
where he fell back into drugs. “Aru- 
ba’s social problem is a lot bigger 
than what they can handle.” 


De Cuba commented that be- 
fore she was a volunteer with the 
Red Cross, she used to pass judge- 
ment and she highlights that this 
is the mentality with which that a 
lot of people were brought up. But 
when she found out the other side 
of the story and actually talked to 
the addicts - even though they lie 
here and there — she understood 
the root of the problem. “What | al- 
ways say is to just take the chance 
before you judge one of these 
people, instead of scolding them, 
yelling at them, push them away 
from you, just treat them as a per- 
son, and you will see a completely 
different behavior, who they really 
are”, she finalized.

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The worst hidden travel fees and how 
to avoid them

With travel prices soaring, 
customers might be tempt- 
ed to pick the cheapest 
base option they find. But 
the base price of airfare 
and hotels represents only 
a fraction of the total costs. 
A parade of add-on fees 
await any traveler trying 
to navigate the checkout 
process, ballooning the fi- 
nal price. Experts call it "drip 
pricing." 

"It's called ‘drip’ because 
surcharges and fees drip 
out throughout the shop- 
ping process," says Vicki 
Morwitz, a professor of busi- 
ness and marketing at the 
Columbia Business School. 
Customers tend to overpay 
when prices are presented 
this way, according to a 
study conducted by Mor- 
witz and her colleagues. 
"Customers are more likely 
to select an option that 
looks cheaper upfront. 
Even when they later real- 
ize it's more expensive than 
they anticipated, they're 
more likely to stick with it,” 
she says. 

From resort fees and board- 
ing-pass printing fees (yes, 
that's a thing ), companies 
were padding their bot- 
tom lines with these add- 
ons even before inflation 
soared this year. Avoiding 
them requires diligence 
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and know-how. 

HOTEL RESORT FEES 

Resort fees, which are 
sometimes called "facility 
fees" or "destination fees" 
purportedly cover ameni- 
ties like internet and pool 
access. But because the 
fees are mandatory, they 
act as hidden costs for 
booking a room that don't 
appear until final check- 
out. 

"Resort fees are the only 
travel fee that has no cor- 
relation to any actual ser- 
vice or product," says Lau- 
ren Wolfe, counsel at Trav- 
elers Unite d, an advocacy 
group for travelers. She's 
also the founder of the 
website Kill Resort Fees. "If 
your hotel charges for park- 
ing, if you don't have a car, 
you don't pay to park. Ho- 
tel resort fees, though, are 
almost impossible to get 
out of even if you decline 
amenities." 

Here are some tips to mini- 
mize these pesky fees: 

— Pay with points at brands 
that waive resort fees for 
award stays, like Hilton and 
Hyatt. 

— Ask the front desk to 
waive the fee. "It is prob- 
ably not likely to work but 
you can always ask nicely,” 
Wolfe says. 

— Look for a search option 
on a hotel website or app 
to "show rate with taxes and 
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fees" or similar. This will help 
compare real prices direct- 
ly and avoid the hassle of 
clicking through to the final 
checkout windows. 
AIRLINE SEAT SELECTION 
FEES 

Despite a recent uptick, 
the cost of airfare has ac- 
tually been dropping for 
years. That might sound like 
good news, but that hides 
a hidden trend: Aijrlines 
have been gathering more 
of their revenue from add- 
on fees while lowering the 
base price of airfare. 
Charging for seat selection 
is one of the newest, and 
most galling, tricks. These 
fees usually appear during 
checkout and often seem 
mandatory. 

These fees are almost al- 
ways avoidable, though. 
Simply skipping the seat se- 
lection process and letting 
the airline assign a seat at 
a later date is often the wis- 
est choice if you don't mind 
the risk of getting stuck with 
a middle seat. 

Airlines want customers to 
pay these fees, of course, 
and often share scary warn- 
ings about the dangers of 
not picking a seat. But skip- 
ping seat selection doesn't 
increase your chances of 
getting bumped from a 
flight. 

And note that some air- 
lines, such as Southwest, 
don't charge for seat selec- 
tion. 

VACATION RENTAL CLEAN- 
ING FEES 

Everyone wants a clean 
vacation rental, but no- 
body wants to pay exorbi- 
tant cleaning fees that can 
exceed the base cost of 
the rental. 

It's. almost impossible to 
avoid these fees outright, 
as most properties carry 
them. But if is possible to 
avoid paying too much. 
Most vacation rental plat- 
forms, including  Airbnb, 
offer some option to com- 
pare "total price," which in- 
cludes cleaning and other 
fees. It isn't always easy to 
filter and sort on total price, 
but seeing this price on the 
search screen rather than 
the checkout screen can 
vastly simplify comparison 
shopping.L) 
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Australia prioritizes reducing emissions and 


cheaper EVs

CANBERRA, Australia (AP) 
— Australia's new govern- 
ment is putting climate 
change at the top of its leg- 
islative agenda when Par- 
liament sits next month for 
the first time since the May 
21 election, with bills to en- 
shrine a cut in greenhouse 
gas emissions and make 
electric cars cheaper, a 
minister said on Wednes- 
day. 

A bill will be introduced to 
commit Australia to reduc- 
ing its emissions by 43% 
below 2005 levels by 2030 
when Parliament sits on 
July 26, Minister for Climate 
Change and Energy Chris 
Bowen told the National 
Press Club. 

Another bill would abolish 
import tariffs and taxes for 
electric vehicles that are 
cheaper than the luxury 
car threshold of 77,565 Aus- 
tralian dollars ($53,580). 
Only 1.5% of cars sold in 
Australia are electric or 
plug-in hybrid, and passen- 
ger cars account for almost 
10% of the nation's emis- 
sions, the government said. 
The new center-left Labor 
Party government expects 
EVs will account for 89% of 
Australian new car sales by 
2030. 

The government's fleet will 
be converted to 75% no- 
emission vehicles, bolster- 
ing a second-hand EV mar- 
ket as government vehicles 
are sold after three years. 
The new government has

already officially informed 
the United Nations of Aus- 
tralia's more ambitious 2030

But Bowen said legislating 
the 438% target would cre- 
ate greater confidence. 
"It's about certainty and 
stability, mainly for the busi- 
ness investment commu- 
nity," Bowen said. 

"It sends a signal if a parlia- 
ment hasn't legislated that 
maybe the country's not 
serious. Maybe a_ future 
government, heaven for- 
bid a Liberal government, 
might walk it back," Bowen 
added. 

Opposition leader Peter 
Dutton has ruled out his Lib- 
eral Party senators getting 
the Labor target through

the upper chamber. Labor 
holds only 26 seats in the 
76-seat Senate so needs 
outside help to pass its leg- 
islative agenda. 

If Labor got all 12 senators 
from the minor Greens par- 
ty to support the target, the 
government would only 
need to persuade one of 
six remaining independent 
or unaligned legislators to 
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reach a mqjority. 

Greens leader Adam 
Bandt has said he will push 
the government to ban 
new coal mines and gas 
projects when that target 
legislation is negotiated. 
The Greens want Australian 
emissions reduced by 75% 
by 2030. 

Australia's greenhouse gas 
emissions rose last year by 
0.8%, or 4.1 million metric 
tons (4.5 million U.S. tons).)

Song by song, country star Luke Combs grows into stadiums 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 
Singer-songwriter Luke 
Combs is making big leaps 
this year in his unprecedent- 
ed rise to the top of country 
music, both personally and 
professionally. 

The North Carolina-born 
singer, who holds a Bill- 
board record with 14 
consecutive No. 1 coun- 
try airplay singles with hits 
like "Beer Never Broke My 
Heart" and "Beautiful Cra- 
zy," graduated from arenas 
to selling out football stadi- 
ums this year. 

But as the 32-year-old 
Combs was preparing to 
sing in front of a packed- 
out Nissan Stadium during 
last month's CMA Fest, he 
had something more per- 
sonal on his mind. 

Inside his truck parked at 
the stadium was a hospital 
bag, waiting for word that 
his wife, Nicole, was ready 
to deliver their first child. As 
it turned out, Combs be- 
came a first-time dad with 
the birth of their son, Tex 
Lawrence Combs, on Fa- 
ther's Day. 

"When we walk off stage 
tonight, it's like the next jour- 
ney is being a parent, you 
know?" Combs said, while 
backstage at Nissan Sta- 
dium earlier in June. "That's 
like my sole focus after this." 
The reigning CMA enter- 
tainer of the year has spent

the last decade concen- 
trated on getting to where 
he's at now. But as he's as- 
cends a peak most country 
artists will never reach, his 
mind is on the unknowns of 
being a new parent. 

"I've never operated in 
any other way in the last 
10 years besides trying to 
be the best | can be at this 
thing | do now," Combs re- 
flected. "So trying to figure 
out the balancing act of 
those two things is mildly 


stressful, but also really ex- 
citing." 

His aptly titled new record 
"Growin' Up," out now, 
shows Combs recognizing 
what a transitional period 
it's been for him. "Doin' This," 
the lead song, is an auto- 
biographical reflection on 
the idea that even if no 
one had discovered him, 
he'd still be singing in a bar 
in a no-name town on a Fri- 
day night. 

"It was never about the 
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amount of success or how 
many awards you have," 
he said. "You just appreci- 
ate being able to do it at 
all." 

What's kept him grounded 
despite scaling up is his 
loyalty to the people who 
believed in him at the be- 
ginning, as well as bring- 
ing along those he felt de- 
served a chance in the big 
leagues. He's the kind of 
guy who records songs he 
wrote with his guitar tech, 


Jaime Davis, and then cut 
a duet he wrote with fellow 
superstar Miranda Lambert. 
His manager, Chris Kappy, 
had never managed an 
artist before he convinced 
Combs to let him represent 
him. 

"A lot of those band mem- 
bers, a lot of those players 
that are playing the stadi- 
um are the same ones that 
were playing the clubs with 
him at the beginning," said 
Randy Goodman, chair- 
man and CEO of Sony Mu- 
sic Nashville. 

Goodman said when he 
signed Combs, the young 
singer already had a strong 
fan base who were pack- 
ing out shows. 

"What he had even in that 
moment was a seasoned 
aspect of it, a maturity, a 
self-awareness about his 
instrument, his voice and 
the songs that he was sing- 
ing and the connectivity," 
Goodman said. 

This year's tour only fea- 
tures three stadiums, the 
first shows in Denver and 
Seattle earlier this year and 
one on July 30 in Atlanta, 
so its become a test run 
for what is likely many more 
stadium gigs to come. 
Combs admits that he's 
been more on the cautious 
side than some of his team 
when it comes to booking 
stadiums.) 


Review: Imagine Dragons offer light at the end of the tunnel

If you were hiding under 
your bed after listening to 
the last album by Imagine 
Dragons, it's time to come 
out. The second volume 
of "Mercury" is upbeat, of- 
ten Caribbean-spiced and 
throbbing. It's the sound of 
a band getting its arena 
groove back. 

"Act 1"in 2021 was all plucky 
strings, seething beats and 
grand electronic synths 
as lead singer, songwriter 
and lyricist Dan Reynolds 
poured heartache, trag- 
edy and his struggles with 
sobriety into a raw, confes- 
sional and searing album. 
The cover depicted a man 
falling. 

The cover of "Act 2" could 
be of a man jumping, and 
that seems to fit many of 
the close to 20 new tracks, 


which are wistful, confes- 
sional and owning weak- 
ness, but there is light at 
the end of the tunnel. Take 
the eclectic, slightly de- 
ranged "I'm Happy," a title 
that could never appear 
on "Act. 1," with Reynolds 
singing "Even when | might 
fall down/I know my luck 
come back around." 

Much of the album is 
thankful for his partner, like 
the loving "Symphony" — 
a trop-rock ditty written 
seemingly under a palm 
tree — with the lyrics: "I'm 
the chord/ And you're the 
melody." 

The band hits new heights 
with "Sharks," a richly tex- 
tured, eerie anthem about 
selfishness, and "Bones," a 
banger with that reggae- 
tinged, sing-along Imagine 
catchy magic. 


Not all the songs succeed, 
as one might suspect 
from such a_e stuffed al- 
bum. There's an uncooked 
quality to "Crushed," "Fer- 
ris Wheel," and "Take It 
Easy," and a naive quality 
to 'Tied" and "Continual," 
while the regretful ballads "I 
Wish" and 'They Don't Know 
You Like | Do" might bet- 
ter off serve as therapy for 
Reynolds. 

But don't sleep on "Sirens" 
and "| Don't Like Myself," 
two mid-tempo, expertly 
crafted tunes that take the 
band in different directions. 
And on "Higher Ground," 
the band is really cook- 
ing, with lyrics that could 
sum the entire second al- 
bum up: "What a life/I live 
until | die/Won't fail unless

Eli Morgan worked a 1-2-3 
in the eighth before giving 
way to Clase, the AL's top 
reliever in June, for a ninth 
that had a little of every- 
thing. 

Clase walked Anthony 
Rizzo leading off and got 
Giancarlo Stanton to hit a 
slow grounder that should 
have been an out, but 
first baseman Owen Miller 
dropped the throw. The 
right-hander retired the 
next two before the Yan- 
kees summoned Judge, 
who leads the majors with 
29 homers but wasn't in the 
starting lineup.

1 seed a 25th consecutive 
grass-court victory at the All 
England Club and a place 
in his 13th Wimbledon quar- 
terfinal. 

Beforehand, van Rijthoven 
had said: "I'll go into that 
match thinking | can win." 
Might have still had that 
sense Sunday evening. 
Eventually, though, the only 
true question was whether 
Djokovic would wrap. this 
one up in time, because 
there is an 11 p.m. curfew 
(he closed the deal with 20 
minutes to spare). 

They did not begin playing 
until 8 p.m., in part due to 
a delay of roughly an hour 
at the start of this special 
afternoon — the first time 
in history the tournament's 
middle Sunday held sched- 
uled play — while a cer- 
emony was held to honor 


the 100 years of Centre 
Court. 

Djokovic was among the 
many past champions 


who took part, joking to 
the crowd when it was his 
turn to speak, "Gosh, | feel 
more nervous than when 
I'm playing." 

If he was, indeed, jittery at 
all at a set apiece many 
hours later against van Ri- 
jthoven, it certainly did not 
show. Didn't matter that 
van Rijthoven kept crank- 
ing out huge serves, to the 
tune of 20 aces, including 
a pair on second serves. 
Didn't matter just how big 
the cuts were that van Ri- 
jthoven took with his flat 
forehands. Didn't matter 
that the spectators, who 
love an underdog, were 
getting louder and louder 
as the second set came to 
a close. Didn't matter that 
Djokovic slipped behind 
the baseline twice, landing 
first on his backside, later 
on his left knee and stom- 
ach. 

Djokovic, a 35-year-old 
from Serbia, calibrated his 
best-in-the-game _ returns, 
got his groundstrokes in fine 
form — finishing with just 19 
unforced errors, compared 
to 29 winners — and was in 
complete control, a step 
closer to all manner of im- 
portant numbers. His pursuit 
of a fourth consecutive, 
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and seventh overall, title at 
Wimbledon, not to mention 
a 21st major champion- 
ship, will continue Tuesday 
against No. 10 seed Jannik 
Sinner of Italy. 

Sinner reached his _ first 
quarterfinal at the All Eng- 
land Club by eliminating 
No. 5 Carlos Alcaraz 6-1, 
6-4, 6-7 (8), 6-3 earlier. 

The other quarterfinal on 
their half of the bracket will 
be No. 9 Cam Norrie of Brit- 
ain against unseeded Da- 
vid Goffin of Belgium. They 
each advanced by beat- 
ing Americans: Norrie beat 
No. 30 Tommy Paul 6-4, 7-5, 
6-4 to get to his first major 
quarterfinal, and Goffin 
edged No. 23 Frances Tia- 
foe 7-6 (3), 5-7, 5-7, 6-4, 7-5 
over more than 4 1/2 hours. 
The rest of the fourth round 
is Monday, and the only 
men left in the field who 
ever have — participated 
in a Grand Slam final are 
Djokovic and 22-time major 
champion Rafael Nadal. 
They are also the only men 
still around ranked in the 
top 10. 

It's a similarly unfamiliar col- 
lection of players chasing 
the women's champion- 
ship, with just one who has 
appeared in a Grand Slam 
final (two-time major title 
winner Simona Halep, who 
plays Monday) and _ just 
two who were among the 
top 15 seeds at Wimbledon 
(No. 3 Ons Jabeur and No. 
4 Paula Badosa, who plays 
Monday). 

Jabeur made it to the quar- 
terfinals at the All England 
Club for the second year 
in a row with a 7-6 (9), 6-4 
victory against No. 24 Elise 
Mertens of Belgium. The 
other women moving on 
Sunday are unseeded and 
in unfamiliar territory, never 
having been in any major 
quarterfinal. 

Jabeur next plays Marie 
Bouzkova of the Czech Re- 
public, while Tatjana Maria, 
34, and Jule Niemeier, 22, 
will meet in an all-German 
quarterfinal. 

Bouzkova topped Caroline 
Garcia 7-5, 6-2, Maria de- 
feated 2017 French Open 
champion Jelena Ostap- 
enko 5-7, 7-5, 7-5 after eras- 
ing two match points, and 
Niemeier beat Heather 
Watson 6-2, 6-4.)
